ties began to compliment them for Iheir 
businets capacity, foreti k ht and good 
management 

John and Stephen were not satisfied, 
however, with what th-y bad done for 
the people. They continued to meet 
each other frequently to talk over ways 
and means of perfecting the people's 
medium oi exchange. At last John hit 
upon a scheme to advance the interest 
ofthepeoplj materially and, as he said 
totbemin public meetings, "give them 
as sound and stable a circulating medium 
as It wis possible for t le ingenuity of 
man to devise. ' lie i.nd -Stephen dis- 
cussed the matter at ureat length and 
finally decided to recommend their 
scheme to the people. 

In brief they decided that the people 
did not really care to actually handle 
their jellow pieces of mett.l; all they 
could d maud wax that the yellow

explaiued to tbit island -rs a length the 
heautii s and a., v a tag* . of .1 e new sys- 
tem T ie pop. re rtifi. ates »< old be far 
more couyeniui t for Ihi people to handle 
in their busiutts; and sine* the popula- 
tion of the isiai d was prowini: aud busi- 
ness increasing, they w> uld uteda la-ger 
volume uf circulating mediu u than their 
limited uuu.bei of pitcs of yellow metal 
would supply. 

Accordingly they would issue three 
piec> 8 of i uper for every pivoe of metal 
tbey had in their s*fe. While the paper 
waa ihi more convenient, and so long »* 
they knew the metal wua tbore for them 
whenever tbey presented their paper 
and demanded it, why, they would never 
present their paper for redemption. 
Tbey said this was the crowning glory of 
tbeir system. So long as the metal re- 
serve was maintained in tbeir vault*, con- 
fidence would be pieserved, and so long 
aa confidence rt uiaiued undiaturbed, bua- 
inets and trade would go on without dis- 
turbance. They would u till id tbeir aug- 
mented capital in developing the re- 
sources of tbe island and opening up 
new opportunities for employment. 

The new aud improved system ol 
finance waa submitted to the inhabitant* 
for their approval and, needless to say, 
waa adopted by a large majority. Only 
two men, Kdward and Henry, bad the 
temerity to yota agaiuat the improved 
system.

Lart year the Republicans in the 
Houm of ItepreseatetWee did what «■ 
thought to ba the very best thing to 
meet the alarming deficiency in the 
National revenues. Recognising their 
powerleesnesa to undo the evil work of 
tbe Wilson Iniquity, and the urgent 
need of immediate relief of the Treasury, 
they passed the IHngley Kill, which they 
hoped would commend itself to the 
Democrats and the President as being 
■Imply an amendment to the Wilson 
Bill and strictly on its lines, to provide 
for sach an increase of revenue as would 
save the country from further increase 
of debt and more bonds. They made it 
strictly an emergency messiire and limit- 
ed its operation to two years, one ol 
which is now gone. 

The bill restored wool and some other 
articles to the dutiable list at six-tenthi 
tbe duty imposed by the Mckinley MIL. 
and made a general advance of 15 per 
cent, on all the other duties on tbe list 
of tbe Wilson Tariff. This was a very 
small advance. For exomple.hay, which 
paid a duty of $4 a ton under the Mc 
Kinley law, and was cut down to »2 by 
Wilson, would pay f2 30. The o ' 
tates in the Agricultural Schedule w 
have been changed as follows :

It was calculated that this mi^lit bring 
as mucli as $50,0(K),OOO increase of reve- 

tioned support from all parties. But the 
Democrats in the House voted against it 
and wbeu it went to the Senate the 
Finance lommittee— having a large 
Free Silver majority— struck out every- 
thing after the enacting clause— all 
revenue provisions of every kind— and 
substituted a Free Coinage bill. The 
Free Silver Republicans, led by Senator 
Teller, and aided by the DwiinilHll.il llll 
l>ornly refused to let it come before the 
Senate until a free Coinage Bill was 
pasted. Senater Morrill made two de- 
termined efforts in February last to get 
the original bill before the Senate. Tbe 
lirst effort was defeated by a vote of 
twenty-nine to twenty-one, and the 
second by thirty-three to twenty-two. 

This is its legislative status to-day. 
Jt is in the hands of the Finance Com- 
mittee, but a majority of the Senate can 
at any time order it reported back, take 
it up and pass it. 

This should be done, hut whether the 
minds of the Free Silyer H-publican 
Senators have been changed any by the 
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Opposition has been eipresstd to the 
l>iugley Bill on the ground that it recig 
ni7."s and attempts to amend an inher- 
ently vicious measure. Fear ia express 
ed that if it is adopted it will prevent 
tbe passage of a wisely-matured, equita- 
ble Tariff such as the country demands 
shall supersede the Wilson Iniquity 
These objections are not well taken 
The Dingley Hill is expressly limited in 
its operations to a year from now, which 
will give time to prepare another bill 

As to the recognition of the Wilson 
monstrosity, that is mere quibbling. We 
have the Wilson Tariff, and must endure 
it until anothei is substituted. Until 
then let us minimize its burtfulness as 
far as possible. 

There is no telling when we can get 
another bill. Jt took two yeara to pass 
the Mckinley Bill. It will be three 
mouths before President Mckinley is 
inaugurated. If he should call an extra 
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tinue to run behind millions of dollar! 
every month.and anticipating the higher 
tariff, foreigners would till our bonded 
warehouses with goods, and with wool, 
which without increasing our revenue, 
would Uke work and wages away from

While the Cuban question, in most of 
ite details, has been thoroughly dii 
coated, there Is one feature of the titui 

lion to which little or no proraloeoce ha 
been given, and that is the character ol 
the population. 

With respect to the Cuba-is, there ex- 
ist in the public mind quite a variety of 
ideas. It is urged by tbtss who sympa- 
thise with the Spanish government that 
Cuba is wholly unfit to govern herself 
on account of the prominence ol negro 
blood on the island The prevailing 
opinion in this country, even ai 
those who are Iricndly to the iueurgents, 
teems to be that a majority of tbe na- 
tives are mixed breeds. 

While there are some, of corns <, 
fall under this head, the number is 
small when compared to the total pop 
ulation of the island, and scarcely 
amounts to a fraction. 

From the latest official returns the 
white inhabitant) number alrout l,KH) 
000, while the colored population, includ- 
ing negroes, Indians, and mixed breeds, 
is only about 4Mr,0U0. These figures 
clearly show that pure Spanish blood 
predominates on the island and thai 
Cuba is just as capable of sdf-govern 
ment as the haughty kingdom of Spaii; 
itself. 

Still another false impression in re 
gard to Cuba is expressed in the charg* 
that its population is criminal and in 
ruly. So far as the records throw any 
light upon this su* j ct nearly all the 
crimes committed on the island 
traced to residents ol foreign birth and 
not to native Cubans, either white 
colored. 

The only respect in which the Cubans 
are deficient is in educational facilities. 
Common schools have made but litt' 
progress in Cuba for the simple reason 
that Spain has done every thing in her 
power to prevent the growth of intelli 
g-^nce. While the statement is a harsh 
one to make, it is never the less true. 
Die idea of the borne government 
a lopting such a barbarous policy is 
doubt explained by the fact that slavery 
can be best promoted in a condition of 
ignorance. Spanish rule in Cuba 
always been oppressive, and ther 
every reason to believe that the gov 
ment has still -d education for the | 
pose of maintaining its supremacy c 
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Instead of accomplishing its purpose, 
however, this policy of keeping the Cu- 
bans iu ignorance lias failed, and Spiin 
is now grievous'y aware of her mistake.

As dynamite is the most powerlul 
iplosive and explodes so quickly as to 
.jar things to pieces far more effectively 
than black powder, it is desirable to 
usb it on this account, as veil as for tbe 
reason that it will nert its force when 
placed loosely under tbe body to be torn 
up.
